ANIMATING,  VITALIZING  SPIRIT. 

; “ It  remain^,  however,  to  vitalize  the  sys- 
tem with  the  spirit  of  social  life  and  social 
service.  Hithertothought  has  not  been  Riven 
to  the  animating,  vitalizing  spirit  of  educa- 
tional life.  The  nineteenth  century  was  a 
century  of  specialization,  of  division,  of  anal- 
ysis. The  twentieth  century  will  be  a cen- 
tury of  concentration,  of  combination,  of  co- 
operation, of  interaction  The  great  conquest 
if  the  twentieth  century  will  be  the  breath- 
ing of  the  spirit  of  life  in'o  this  machim  ry  . 
that  it  may  fill  out  and  realize  the  larger 
inoral  aitn*  and  purposes  of  life 
j “ Signs  of  ihe  times  ind'ea’e  the  movement 
In  this  direction,”  continued  Dr.  Dewey, 

**  There  is  a closer  co-operation  between  the 
kch  ml  and  the  home.  Formerly  their  rela- 
tion was  .that  of  ignorant,  ill  concede  1 hos- 
jility.  Teachers  now  aim  to  find  out  about 
fhe  hutne  life,  the  moral  and  physical  history 
iif  their  pupils.  The  school  is  but  one  of  a 
pumbrr  of  educational  agencies,  and  its  work 
jnust  fit  into  harm  mious  corrcllation  with  the 
Others. 

TftK  SCHOOL  OF  THE  FUTURE. 

‘‘The  school  must  itself  be  and  become  a 
loc'al  centre  The  social  work  and  service 
>f  the  social  settlement  in  the  cities  is  recog- 
lized  and  spreading.  The  school  building 
[ormerlly  used  but  a few  hours  will  be  used 
of  evenings  for  lectures,  concert*,  stereopti- 
con  exhibits,  etc.  One  of  the  great  problems 
of  the  future  is.  what  shal  be  doqe  in  the 
leisure  houts  by  employer  and  employe.  The 
s^h^ol  musf  become  an  influence  for  the  en- 
riching of  this  leisure  time  in'  ways  that  are 
worthy  and  that  tend  not  downwards,  but 
'upwards. 

“The  school  building  of  the  future  will 
have  its  gymnasium  an  ) public  baths,  for  the 
school  is  responsible  for  the  physical  outlook 
of  the  children.  Vacation  schools  and  expe- 
jditions  will  minister  to  culture  along  aesthetic 
lines.  Very  notably  has  been  the  work,  of 
these  vacation  schools  among  the  criminal 
classes  of  Chicago. 

“ Notable  will  be  the  influence  of  play 
grounds  fitted  with  the  material  for  games, 
where  guidance  and  organization  in  sports 
will  be  given|.  It  is  in  the  play  hours  that 
children  learn  the  things  that  are  the  s eds  of 
evil — profanity,  vulgarity,  smoking,  drink- 

■ ing.  The  pi  ^ground  solves  the  problem.  As 
the  connecting  bond  between  the  home  lif  e > 
and  the  school  .life  it  is  ivaluable.  It  was’ 
L">id  Wellington  who  said  that  Waterloo  was 

* won  upon  the  play  grounds  of  Eaton  and 
Rugby,  and  this  solves  the  problem  of  city 
i life,  which  is  tjo  find  the  outdoor  life  that  will 
correspond  to  the  free,  natural  life  ot  the 
< conntry  boy. 

UNITY  RATHER  THAN  DIVISION. 

V Into  the  spirit  of  the  school  the  tendency 
; toward  specialization  and  division  has  in- 
vaded.

■ unite.  Education  ip  the  twentieth  century 
will.rrcognize  the  bonds  that  unite  rather 
than  the  things  that  divide.

hou-es  and  well-furnished  libraries  are  excel- 
lent adjuncts  to  our  schools,  we  may  have  all 
these  and  then  have  only  a very  cheap  john 
sort  of  an  affair.

It  is  a real  live  question 
as  to  whether  or  not  our  new  methods  of  edu- 
cati  >n  do  really  educate.  It  is  an  opid  secret, 
no  longer  spoken  with  ba  ed  breath,  that  the 
work  in  our  schools,  is  far  from  being  as 
thorough  as  it  ought  to  b*,  or  what  indeed  it 
u-ed  to  be,  in  the  olden  time,  with  no  equip- 
ment at  all,  in  the  modern  sense. 

University  men,  every whete,  testify  that 
full  fledged  college  graduates  comb  to  them 
tor  post  graduate  work,  when  they  are  scarce- 
ly able  to  enter  the  collegiate  departments  of 
those  institutions.  lodeed  it  w?s  asserted  in 
the  teachers' association  last  week  that  graded 
school  pupils  were  found  to  be  sorely  deficient 
in  very  nearly  everything  that  fits  one  to  en- 
ter college  high  up.  In  the  recent  examina- 
tions of  the  public  schools  of  Chicago,  in  the 
.eighth  and  ninth  grades,  the  papers  were  so 
^ferior  in  every  way  that  they  were  destroyed. 
But  last  week  the  papers  told  us  of  a certain 
college  that  had  to  suppress  the  examination 
papers  of  one  class  ot  her  students  becausi  of 
the  density  of  their  ignorancs  of  the  simplest 
matters. 

Dr.  J L-  M.  Cutry  once  said  that  "there  is 
more  humbnggery  in  education  than  there  is 
in  patent  medicine;”  and,. as  appalling  as  the

Tbe  personality  ol  the  God-man  is  neces- 
sarily, essentially,  insept rably,  and  eternally 
united  with  that  pa  t of  His  nature  which  is 
divine,  yet  it  is  voluntarily  end  permamnthy 
connected  wiih  that  element  of  His  nature 
which  is  human.

Liquor  Seizure  Cue. 

A DECISION  AFFECTING  A NUMBER 
OF  COUNTIES  IN  AK 
KAN  3AS  ‘ 

‘’Little  Rock,  Ark  , April  ar. — 
The  Arkansas  Suprern  - Court  has 
delivered  an  rpir.ion  in  a liquor 
sezute  case  uuder  the  act  pa-sed 
in  1899  to  ruppress  the  illegal  sale 
of  liquor  and  10  des  roy  the  same 
when  found  in  piobihiteJ  districts. 
The  marshal  of  Jon  sb  ro  seized 
and  destroyed  a quaintly  i f whisky 
under  this  act.  Th.-  liquor  was  in 
the  St.  Lous  South  west. rn  R til- 
road  depot  when  seized.  The  can 
signors  sued  tae  railioid  company 
f<'r  the  value  of  the  goods.  The 
Supreme  C*urt  declares  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  railroad  to  surren- 
der the  whisky  to  the  marshal 
under  the  warrant  he  bad,  and  that 
the  law  protects  the  railroad  com 
pany.  The  decision  a Beds  a large 
number  of  counties  whtre  license 
was  defeated  in  the  last  elcctiou.”
